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Council 
discusses 
UN force 
for Gulf 


ABU DHABI, Feb 13, 
(Agencies): The United 
Nations Security Council is 
discussing a Soviet proposal 
for UN naval force in the 
Gulf, a regional newspaper 
said today. 

The force, which would 
replace around 80 warships now 
deployed in and near the water- 
way, would have the right of self- 
defence, A1 Ittihad said. 

The paper did not specify the 
size of the suggested force, which 
it said woukfbe financed by par- 
ticipating countries and sealane 
users, including shipping and 
insurance companies. 

The United States, which has 
around two-thirds of the foreign 
ships in the Gulf, has rejected the 
idea of an international force. 

Impose 

Mosoow in turn has blocked a 
US attempt to impose , an aims 
embargo on Iranfor refusing to 
accept ■> Security Council resolu- 
tion 598, ordering a ceasefire in 
the lran-Iraq war. 

Ittihad said the Soviet 
proposal was being discussed in 
return for Moscow's agreement 
to consider sanctions. It did not 
elaborate. 

■ In the Gulf waters, an Iraqi jet 
raiding . Gulf shipping brought 
warning shots from a US warship 
which feared it was m the firing 
line hours after what shipping 
sources said was an Iraqi missile 
attack on the wrong target 

The US destroyer Chandler, 
escorting four tankers, fired two 
flares from its five-inch guns 
when an Iraqi Badger bomber 
approached last night, pool 
reporters on the ship said. 

Attacks 

The jet veered away and fired • 
two Soviet-made C-601 missiles, 
one of which passed within eight 
miles of the warship. 

Commander Steve Smith, cap- 
tain of the Chandler, said he was 
concerned because Iraqi pilots 
often fire at radar blips without 
making sure what their targets 
really are. 

“Having watched the 
geometry of their attacks for 


some time, -I was concerned that 
he would, be firing his missile 
while he was heading toward us,’* 
Smith said over the ship’s public 
. address system after the incident. 

In May 1 987, the US destroyer 
Stark was struck by Exocet mis- 
siles fired by an Iraqi fighter in 
the Gulf, killing 37 sailors. Bagh- 
dad said at the time the attack 
was an error. . 

Smith said both missiles pas- 
sed astern of the Chandler, the 
last ship in the convoy, but that 
one of the rockets suddenly chan- 
ged course and passed along the 
starboard side of the ship before 
veering away to the right. 

Seconds later, it detonated, 
producing a bright flash on the 
horizon. There was • no 
immediate indication whether 
the missile had fait a target or had 
crashed harmlessly in to the sea. - 

Smith said he was prepared to 
try to shoot down the nnssfle if it 
. had appeared to be on a course 
- that would strike any ship in the 
conyoy. 

Ordered 

He said he informed the Bad- 
ger by radio that it was approa- 
chinga US con voy and ordered it 
to turn back. He said the Iraqi 
pilot, who did not speak English 
very well, did not seem to com- 
prehend. 

In Washington, the Pentagon 
confirmed the episode. 

“The Chandler and its convoy 
were not the apparent targets of 
the attack,” Air Force major 
Randy Morger, a Pentagon 
spokesman, said early today. 

He said the Chandler, which 
was the rearmost ship m the con- 
voy, spotted the Iraqi jet coming, 
warned it that it was too do6c 
and told it to break off the 
approach. 

“When the jet did not, the 
Chandler fired warning flares 
and the jet then veered off and 
shortly thereafter apparently 
fired two missiles,” Morger said. 

An Iraqi military spokesman 
said today that Iraqi jets, one of 
them apparently the Badger 
which flew past the* Chandler, 
attacked two big ships near 
Iran's oil terminal at Sirri Island 
in the southern Gulf last night. 


2 die as boiler explodes

Ship of Return 
likely to set 
sail on Monday 

ATHENS, Feb 13, (AP): Organ- 
isers of a planned “Ship of 
Return” voyage to Israel by 
Palestinian deportees said today 
they would definitely be sailing 
from Greece on Monday. 

“Really, we are going on Mon- 
day,” said Hanna Nasser, a 
member of the steering commit- 
tee forthe voyage. 

Nasser, the deported president 
of Bir Zeit University on the 
West Bank, said he could not give 
any information about the type 
or nationality of the ship, or any 
other details. 

Delayed 

The surprise announcement 
•was made, .at a meeting of the 
steering committee along with 
international observers who are 
taking part in 'the PLO-spon- 
sored voyage. 

Only a few hours earlier, sour- 
ces among the organising com- 
mittee indicated thery still didn’t 
have a firm commitment on a 
ship. 

But during the meeting FLO 
officials said the chances of sail- 
ing were now “101 percent.” 

The vessel originally was 
scheduled to leave on Tuesday,

General 
strike 
cripples 
Dhaka 

DHAKA, Feb 13, (AP): Bomb 
blasts and dashes with police 
injured at least 35 people today 
as opposition parties renewed 
their agitation to oust President 
Hossain Mohammad Ershad. 

A general strike, which was to 
continue tomorrow, shut down 
most shops and businesses in 
Dhaka and other major cities. It 
was the 23rd strike since the 
major opposition parties laun- 
ched their “Ershad must go” 
campaign last Nov 10. 

The violence came on the heels 
of bloody street battles during 
local elections last Wednesday. 

7 The government today raised 
its official death toll from the 
election-day clashes to 101 . Most 
of the deaths occurred in clashes 
among supporters of rival 
opponents K*r seats on more than 
4,370 village councils. 

Injured 

Unofficial death counts in 
Bangladesh newspapers put the 
figure at 152. Thousands were 
injured. 

Sheikh Hasina, leader of the 
Opposition Awami League, said 
today she had reports of more 
than 350 deaths in the Wednes- 
day carnage. 

“My count is based on reports 
sent by my workers and suppor- 
ters nationwide,” she said. “We 
are still getting information from 
remote areas.” 

Today, as last Wednesday, 
much of the damage was done by 
home-made bombs, which are 
being used increasingly by 
political protesters. 

At least 15 people were 
injured, six of them seriously, 
when a bomb was thrown at a 
state-run bus in Mirpur, a north- 
ern suburb of Dhaka, witnesses 
said.

Arabs hold talks on 
PLO office closure 


UNITED NATIONS, Feb 13, 
(UPI): Arab states said yesterday 
the integrity of the United 
Nations is threatened by a US 
Justice Department decision to 
dose the PLO mission. 

Arab League Ambassador 
Clovis M&ksoud addressed' a 
closed session of the 21-nation 
group of Arab states called to 
decide on what action to takeas a 
result of the derision to dose the 
UN observer mission' of the 
PLO. 

‘'The most important thing is 
the integrity of the General 
Assembly,” Maksoud told 
reporters after the meeting. “In 
our view, all the Invitees must 
have access to the General 
Assembly.” 

A Justice Department decision 
would be in keeping with legisla- 
tion passed by Congress last 
year, and signed by President 
Reagan Dec 22, under which 
both the PLO mission in New 
York and the PLO office in 
Washington would be dosed 
because the PLO has been 
defined as a terrorist organisa- 
tion. 

The PLO has observer status 
in the 159-member nation assem- 
bly that allows it to participate in 


debates without theright to vote. 

“Inasmuch as the PLO is an 
official invitee of the General 
Assembly, its access has to be 
complete, without any intrusion

The Arab group’s chai rman, 
Bahrain Ambassador Karim A1 
Sbakar, said after Friday's meet- 
ing the group will meet again on 
Wednesday to decide how to 
proceed.

Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar said on Thurs- 
day in a report to the General 
Assembly ne would initiate 
arbitration of the dispute by a 
tribunal under the provisions of 
the UN headquarters agreement 
with the United States. 

A UN spokesman declined 
comment on reports the United 
Nations might offer office space 
to the PLO if the mission is 
dosed. 


CAIRO. Feb 1 3, (Agencies): The 
Palestinian uprising will con- 
tinue until the end of Israeli 
occupation of Arab land, and 
may proceed from stone-throw- 
ing to the use of firearms, PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat said. 

In an interview with the state- 
run daily AJ Ahram. Arafat said: 
“Our people have decided to 
continue this uprising from one 
wave to another regardless of the 
loss and sacrifice.” 

His interview, conducted in 
the Tunisian capital, Tunis, 
appeared in an early edition of 
today's paper. 

Violent unrest, mainly by 
stone-hurling youths, erupted in 
the Israeli-occupied Gaza Strip 
and West bank on Dec 8. Accor- 
ding to United Nations figures, 
56 Palestinians were killed over 
the nine-week period, mostly by 
the Israeli Army. 

Detained 

Arafat however, said 105 
Palestinians were killed, 1,515 
wounded and 7,000 detained. 

“We have derided we will not 
a! low the use of arms in this wave 
of uprising but we don't know if 
in the next development of the 
uprising we will resort to arms or 
not. 

“This is a ’stone-revolution’ in 
the face of tanks, but this does 
not mean we won't use arms at 
some point or another. It 
depends on the ... behaviour of 
the Israeli Army.” 

Asked if the Palestinians were 
receiving support, Arafat said be 
had despaired of Arab promises 
of help which hadn't come 
through so far. He said the PLO 
leadership had arranged for each 
Palestinian famfly abroad to sup- 
port a family in' ttie occupied 
Arab territories. 

Framework 

Arafat dismissed recent 
American diplomatic moves to 
revive stalled Middle East peace 
efforts as “nothing new.” 

“The US administration still 
has the same old stale mentality. 
It still thinks of imposing self- 
administration on the densely 
populated areas in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, and of 
moving the Israeli Army to 
strategic areas ... and of placing

Ship incident harms ties 
with US, say Soviets 


MOSCOW, Feb 13, (Reuter): 
An incident in which Soviet and 
US warships collided in the 
Black Sea undermined recent 
improvements in superpower 
gelations, the Soviet Union said 
today. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Gennady Gerasimov told [a news 
conference the Soviet Union had. 
issued an official protest- to the 
United States over the incident ' 
yesterday in Soviet waters off the 
southern tip of the Crimean pen- 
insula. 

“We cannot help but view this 
serious and dangerous incident 
as tmdennming recent improve- 
ments in relations,” Gerasimov 
said. 

The US Defence Department 


said yesterday that two Soviet 
frigates had intentionally bum- 
ped the US cruiser Yorfctown 
and destroyer Caron in two 
incidents just inside the Soviet 
12-mile limit. It said neither ship 
was seriously damaged. 

Rejected 

A US protest about the 
incident was rejected yesterday 
by Soviet Ambassador in 
Washington. 

Gerasimov said full respon- 
sibility for the incident lay with 
the United States, which had all- 
owed its ships “to violate the 
Soviet border." 

“Despite warning signals 
given by approaching Soviet ves- 
sels, the American ship did not 


reacL Having intruded, the US 
vessels manoeuvred dangerously 
and this led to a collision,” he 
said. 

Soviet naval spokesman Rear- 
Admiral Nikolai Markov denied 
that the Soviet vessels had 
deliberately rammed the US 
ships. 

“The Soviet commanders had 
no such intentions. The collisions 
took place as a result of dan- 
gerous manoeuvres by the 
American vessels,” he said. 

Asked to specify the man- 
oeuvres considered by the Soviet 
side to be dangerous, Markov 
said intrusion into Soviet 
territorial waters amounted to a

Strike 

Merchants throughout the 
West Bank kept their shops 
closed today, observing a call for 
a commercial strike announced 
yesterday. 

In Jerusalem, police used tear 
gas to disperse rock-throwing 
youths in the Arab neighbour- 
hoods of Anala and Jebel Muk- 
aber. Four protesters were arrcs- 
ted, state-run Israel Radio repor- 
ted. 

A military -spokesman said 
there were isolated, minor 
protests, but no injuries were 
reported. In Gaza, the UN 
refugee camps of Deir AI Balah 
and Shati remained undercurfew 
as well as the West Bank camps 
of Jalazoun and Am'&ri . 

The Palestine Press Service 
reported clashes between 
demonstrators and soldiers in 
the Shati, Nusrirat, Khan Yunis 
and Mughazi refugee camps' in 
Gaza as well as parts of Gaza 
City and the towns of Khan 
Yunis and Beit Hamm. 

Israel, Iran 
in league: 
Baghdad 

BAGHDAD, Feb 13, (Agen- 
cies): Iraq accused Israel of 
working side by side with Iran to 
undermine Arab security and 
sovereignty, the armed forces 
newspaper said today, a day after 
Baghdad reported its air defen- 
ces shot down an intruding 
Israeli drone. 

The Al Qaddissiya daily also 
said Israel was using its most 
sophisticated reconnaissance 
drones to monitor developments 
in the Gulf and provide military 
information to Iran, Iraq’s 
enemy in the Gulf war. 

“The collaboration is based on 
the Israeli and Ir anian common 
aims mainl y to undermine the 
Arab nation security and 
sovereignly,” the paper said. 

Iraq has repeatedly accused 
Iran of collaborating with Israel, 
the Arab's enemy. 

A French weekly reported that 
secret negotiations are underway 
between Tel Aviv and Tehran, 
somewhere in Europe, for the 
emigration of 30,000 Iranian 
Jews to Israel.

Palestinians call for 


BEIRUT, Feb 13, (Reuter): 
Investigators today questioned 
10 people held after a remote- 
control bomb was found on the 
aircraft of Lebanese President 
Amin Gemayel, security sources 
said. 

They said the 10 were mostly 
maintenance workers and sol- 
diers who could have access to 
aircraft of Middle East Airlines 
(MEA), the national carrier. 

Maintenance staff on Friday 
found a bomb containing a 
pound (0.S kg) of TNT attached 
to one of the front wheels of an 
MEA Boeing 707 shortly before 
it look off for Larnaca, Cyprus, 
to pick up the President. 

A judicial investigator told 
Reuters: “We are becoming con- 
vinced the bomb was aimed at 
killing the President. The bomb 
was set to explode by remote con- 
trol.” 

Gemayel, who says be will not 
seek re-election when his six-year 
term expires in September, was 
philosophical about the bomb. 

Beirut newspapers quoted him 
as saying in Larnaca: “My fate is 
like that of the rest of the Leban- 
ese who have been living on a 
powder keg for the past IS 
years”

SIDON, Feb 13, (Reuter): Hun- 
dreds of angry Palestinians bur- 
ned tyres at the entrances of two 
refugee camps near this southern 
Lebanese port today to protest 
against the. kidnapping of two 
Scandinavian UN relief workers. 

Smoke billowed over Ain A1 
Hilweh and Miyeh Miyeh camps 
where a strike dosed schools, 
shops and other businesses for 
the second time in a week. 

Men, women and children 
carried banners a t the camps call- 
ing for the release of Swede Jan 
Stenmg, 44, and Norwegian 
William Joergensen, 57. 

The two, who worked for the 
United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency (Unrwa), were 
kidnapped by Palestinian gun- 
men near Sidon last Friday. 

Unrwa, which employs more 
than 2,000 Palestinians in 
Lebanon, said the detention of 
the two threatened continued 
UN aid to Palestinians and 
Lebanese. 

It said the kidnappers were 
Palestinians with connections to 


the A1 Fatah group of Yasser 
Arafat, chairman of ihePalestine 
Liberation Organisation (FLO). 

Arafat was quoted in Cairo 
today a$ saying Fatah forces had 
found the kidnappers' hideout 
and surrounded it. They had 
stormed it because the victims' 
governments had asked them not 
to do. 

Negotiations between Musta- 
pha Saad. leader of the Muslim 
Popular Liberation Army 
(PLA), which controls Sidon, 
and Palestinian and Unrwa 
officials have failed to secure the 
release of the two. 

The abduction prompted 
Unrwa to evacuate two of its 
international staff from Lebanon 
on Thursday. 

An Unrwa spokeswoman said- 
four others, who were on leave at 
the tune of abd uction, would stay 
in Cyprus and were regarded as 
evacuees. 

Meanwhile, militia sources 
said eight seamen, four Poles, 
three Danes and a Sri Lankan, 
who were seized by the Leban- 


ese Forces Christian Militia 
seven weeks ago were freed 
today. 

Confirmed 


A Lebanese Forces source, 
speaking on condition of anon- 
ymity, said the eight were freed. 
A spokesman for the Danish 
Embassy, also speaking on con- 
dition he not be named, confir- 
med the Danes' release. 

“The three Danish seamen are 


free. They are going to leave this 
evening from the eastern (Chris-' 


evening from the eastern (Chris-' 
tian) part of Beirut,” the spokes- 
man told the Associated Press by 
telephone. 

when asked whether they 
would be leaving via the Chris- 
tian port of Jounieh, 20 
kilometres (12 miles) north of 
Beirut by boat to Larnaca, 
Cyprus, he said “Yes. That’s ail I 
can tell you.” 

He said be doubted that repor- 
ters or photographers would be 
allowed to see the three men or 
cover their departure. The names 
of the eight hostages were not 
immediately available.

Police confirmed four deaths 
but the African Student Associa- 
tion in Lebanon (Asal) told 
Reuters seven Africans had been 
killed and eight had been missing 
fora week. 

An Asal delegation today saw 
Prime Minister Selim A1 Hoss to 
ask for his help, said one student. 

Hoss promised us that he will 
ask the police to investigate the 


killings,” he said. 

Asal said the victims were 
from- Ghana, Mali, Senegal, 
Sierra Leone, Bur kina Faso and 
Guinea. 

Police said the bullet-riddled 
bodies of the four, from Mali and 
Siena Leone, were found in 
fields near the Dik A1 Mehdi 
suburb East Beirut on Feb 6 and 
11. 

“A man from Sierra Leone 
had a fight with a retired Leban- 
ese soldier today and killed him, 
then the friends of the soldier 
shot a Senegalese and other 
Africans,” a police officer said. 

Asal said more than 1,000 


Africans lived in East Beirut 
while another 1 ,000 lived in the 
Western sector. 


“The African community in 
East Beirut is scared and many 
have started leaving for the West 
(Beirut),” said Nigerian student 
George Hanna. 


“I saw four bodies at hospitals 
in East Beirut and they were shot 
in the head,'] be told Reuters. 

Hanna said one Sierra Leone 
man was walking in Rabyeh 
suburb near Dik A1 Mehdi on 
Friday when a car drove by and 
gunmen riddled his body with 
bullets, killing him instantly.

The report said Lt Gen. - 
Nguyen Viuh Nghi, former com- 
mander of South Vietnam's 
Third Army Corps, and Col 
Tran Due Minh, former director 
of the Army infantry officers 
school, spoke for all of the 


inmates: The agency said they 
expressed “gratitude to the 
government fonts humane treat- 
ment in spite of the fact that most 
of them had committed heinous 
crimes against the country and 
^people:!! 

The prisoners were held with- 
charges or trial since 
communist North Vietnam 
defeated US-backed South Viet- 
nam and reunified the country in 
April 1975. 

Small numbers were released 
periodically without fanfare 
until Hanoi freed 480 former 
officials to mark National Day 
last Sept 2. 

Meanwhile, Romania allowed 
a United Nations, disarmament 
official return to his post in Gen- 
eva Friday, three years after 
detaining him in .Bucharest, a 
UN spokesman said. 

Liviu Bota, a Romanian 
national in charge of the UN 
Institute for Disarmament 
Research, was reunited with his 
family in Geneva on Friday, said 
Mario Zamorano, spokesman 
for UN secretary-general . 

"The secretary-general, on 
behalf of all the UN staff mem- 
bers, is very pleased with this 
development,” Zamorano said. 

According to the UN staff 
union, Bota's despairing wife 
tried to kill herself about six 
months after Bota was called 
home to Bucharest and kept 
there.

They said the GNLF had ambu- 
shed a patrol on Friday, without 
causing injuries, and had fired 
shots at people going to work in 
defiance of the strike call. 

In Darjeeling, a government 
official, Dawa Lama, was 
critically wounded when he was 
shot in the stomach after ignor- 
ing GNLF warnings not to go to 
his office.

1,300kg heroin seized in Thailand 


BANGKOK, Feb 13, (Reuter): 
An informant’s tip led to seizure • 
last week of more than $1 billion 
worth ofheroin that was destined 
for New York, Thai officials said 
today. 

Thai customs director Manit 
Vithayatem said 1.26 tonnes 
(2,750 pounds) of pure heroin , 
had been found hidden inside 
bales of natural rubber at Ban- 
gkok docks. 

Police said the manager of a 
shipping company was wanted 
for questioning in connection 
with what a US Drug Enfor- 
cement Agency <DEA) agent 
said was the world's largest 


heroin seizure. 

Police estimated its street sale 
value at one to two billion 
dollars- Initial police estimates 
on Friday put the haul in excess 
of 1 ,500 kg (3,300 pounds). 

Hidden among 665 bales of 
natural rubber' sheets, the load 
filled four containers. It was reg- 
istered for shipment on Feb 25 to 
a New York City warehouse, 
Manitsaidl 

Police said an informant’s tip 
led to the seizure. They began 
cutting up the bales with chain 
saws on Thursday night. 

A US police agent who asked 
not to be identified said he saw 


encouraging as well as frighten- 
ing aspects of the seizure. 


“It's good because this was a 
monster hit by the Thai auth- 
orities. But it's frightening that 
the opposition is so confident 
that they dare to put so much 
together in one spot," the agent 
said. 


"Somebody lost a lot of 
money. There are going to be 
some dead bodies floating 
around here," he added. 

Thailand’s previous record 
heroin haul was 680 kg (1,500 
pounds) from a fishing trawler 
last October.

Plan to sell old exchange 
equipments at auction 


Perfume business worth 
about KDIIm annually 


A RELIABLE source at 
Kuwait's Ministry of Commun- 
ications announced that the min- 
istry is planning to sell at auction 
the equipments of the old tele- 
phone exchange in Sbuwaikh. 
The source added that a previous 
attempt to auction off a terminal 
resulted in a bid of KD3S.OOO 
which did not even cover the cost 
of making the terminal. 

Sources called on the Minister 
of Communication Abdullah Al 
Sharhan to reconsider the sale of 
the terminal since it could be used 
for, spare parts for terminals 
throughout the. country resulting 
in considerable savings on the 
cost of spare parts spent annually 
by the ministry reaching KD80 
to 90 thousand. The sources 
added that the terminal would 
probably not be sold for more 
than KD5.000 at public auction 
anyway. 

There are 12 telephone 
exchanges in the country, the 
sources said, which are of the 
same make as the Shuwaikh ter- 
minal and could use spare parts 


from this terminal. They said 
that in 1986 spare parts cost 
KD 186,000, adding that the ter- 
minal would be capable of sup- 
plying spare parts for five to ten 
years. They, argued further that 
the terminal should be kept to 
save money on these parts rather 
than having to pay double for 
them from companies importing 
them. 

Saudi message

THE perfume industry is con- 
sidered a modem and advanced 
industry in many countries, 
according Lo a local newspaper. 

This industry has become an 
important source of income for a 
number of countries, such as 
France and Italy. 

In Kuwait, people use large 
quantities of perfumes, and a 
source at the local perfume 
market estimated the business at 
about KD1 1 million annually. 

The source told the newspaper 
that women in Kuwait bought 
nearly 70 per cent of the total 
imported perfumes. 

Statistics published by the 
Planning Ministry showed that 
732,000 women living in Kuwait 
bought perfume worth about 
KDI0.3m annually. 

The large purchase of per- 
fumes by women in Kuwait was 
due to the high individual 
income, the hot climate and the 
type of food consumed by 
residents. M osl people in Kuwait 
eat fatty foods containing great 
amount of spices, onions and 
garlic which cause strong secre- 
tions of perspiration that need 
strong perfumes to mask. 


Many perf lime merchants said 
there was a great demand in spite 
of the high prices. 

One merchant, George Ayash, 
said France headed the list of 
countries exporting perfumes to 
Kuwait, followed by Italy. 

He said that consumers 
preferred to buy strong perfumes 
because they lasted longer. 
Women's perfumes account for 
75 per cent of sales. 

Prices began rising in 1988, 
with the increase ranging bet- 
ween 1 5 to 20 per cenL 

He said thai demand for per- 
fumes dropped by about 25 per 
cent during 1987 compared to 
1986. 

Many customers asked for 
cheaper perfumes, specially in 
the KD 5 to KD 7 price range . he 
said. 

A beauty expert with 
experience in the perfume field, 
Anni, said that people in Kuwait 
and the Gulf generally preferred 
to buy new kinds of perfumes. 

She said that people in the mid- 
dle-income bracket made 
frequent changes in perfumes, 
while those with high income ten- 
ded to keep to one type. 





Work on next five year plan 


will begin soon: DrAwadi 


PREPARATIONS for the 1990/ 
91-1994/95 five year plan will 
begin shortly, the Under- 
secretary of the Planning Minis- 
try and genera] coordinator of 
the State Development plan. Dr 
Abdul Hadi A1 A wadi, said yes- 
terday. 

He said that contacts between 
different sectors in the state to 
work out the general goals of the 
next five year plan and the 
detailed objectives of the various 
sectors would begin within the 
next four months. 

He added that the develop- 
ment of Kuwait manpower 
would be given top priority and 
greater attention paid to produc- 
tivity of Kuwaitis and 
expatriates. 

Dr AJ Awadi told a local news- 
paper that the Planning Ministry 


still needed a lot of cooperation 
from the various government 
ministries and departments in 
executing the current five year 
plan. 

He pointed out that Kuwaiti 
society has many more challen- 
ges specially that of increasing 
productivity, balancing the 
population and manpower struc- 
ture, and paying greater atten- 
tion to training and education. 

Manpower 

He said that replacing non- 
Kuwaitis by Kuwaiti manpower 
was a long term process that sti 11 
required much effort, in training 
and qualifying Kuwaitis. Hesaia 
the various government minis- 
tries and establishments had 
started paying greater attention 
to the planning prooess which he 
considered the greatest 


achievement 

He said the Planning Ministry 
was working out ideas for state 
officials on the importance of 
planning, adding that the minis- 
try received a positive response 
from the officials. 

He said the ministry was 
currently evaluating the 
implementation of the current 
development plam including the 
degree to which the plan bad 
been implemented and the obsta- 
cles it faced, as well as studying 
the experiments of other coun- 
tries in this field. Kuwaiti delega- 
tions visited England, f-anaria 
and Egypt to study their 
experiments in this field. 

Population 

Dr A1 Awadi said the main 
difficulty in the five year plan 
was caused by the drop in oil 
prices and the resulting drop in 


revenue which caused contin- 
uous deficits in the state budget. 
He said the plan aimed at creat- 
ing a balance between expen- 
diture and revenue. 

He said the development plan 
also aimed at tackling the 
population structure, adding 
that expatriates formed 60 per 
cent of the population and 8 1 per 
cent of the government and 
private workforce. But he admit- 
ted this problem could not be 
solved within five years, and 
might require development plans 
until 2000. 

He said the Planning Ministry 
was now being provided with 
periodical reports on the 
progress of the development plan 
from 48 ministries and govern- 
ment establishments once every 
six months. This formed a good 
base for planning, he said.

Laterin thismonth, the second 
consignment of the aid compris- 
ing 1 07 trucks and 30 other buses 
wili arrive under a five-million- 
dollar Kuwaiti aid package. 

Sheikh Mubarak, in a 
statement to reporters, expressed 
Kuwait's thanks for all those 
who contributed in securing the 
safe passage for the convoy, par- 
ticularly Syrian officials. 

The convoy is due to enter 
Lebanese soil Monday where it 


will be received by acting Leban- 
ese Premier Saleem AI Hoss. 

On the other hand, Unicefs 
regional director expressed 
gratitude to the Kuwaiti govern- 
ment on its kind gesture, noping 
for other country’s to follow in 
Kuwait's footsteps. 

He noted that Unicef teams 
will receive the convoy to store its 
contents in special warehouses 
for “Al Hareeri Foundation” in 
the Bikaa area, before beginning 
distribution under the superv- 
ision of a special committee 
chaired by Lebanon's acting 
premier.

Support uprising 
to keep it active 

ALL those who have addressed the Palestinian question 
• can now wipe out their past mistakes. They must now 
totally support the Palestinian uprising inside the 
occupied territories. 

Leaflets distributed in Palestine have made it clear that 
there is a new leadership to direct the uprising. At present 
the leadership is unknown, which is an important feature 
and an advantage for the uprising because the true 
resistance is not an elegant or public leadership. 

We must now support this uprising in order to keep it 
active. Israel faces many problems which it has not faced 
in 40 years. Israel has usually combatted the resistance in 
Lebanon, Yemen or Tunisia; always a safe distance from 
the Are. Israel has advantageously always acted as the 
aggressor. 

The situation is different now. The resistance has been 
launched by all Palestinians, including the children. So 
far, the resistance has not included the use of arms, so 
Israel faces a situation it is unaccustomed to. 

Israel thought it was beyond such situations, thinking 
it had frightened its opponents, especially with its ally, 
the US at her back. 

Israel defeated the Arab countries during the 1967 war, 
invaded and destroyed Lebanon in the '80s, reached the 
Iraqi nuclear reactorand supported Iran against Iraq. By 
these acts Israel thought it had created sufficient fear that 
no one would dare move in the occupied territories. 

Now, Israel faces a true debacle; more effective than 
the Arab war of 1967. It is a debacle which yields fruit on 
the regional and international level. 

The continuation of the Palestinian uprising presents 
Israel with two options: to kill all Palestinians inside the 
occupied territories, or to accept international demands 
to establish a Palestinian state. 

Israel cannot accept the first option because it knows 
that by killing more Palestinians the uprising will blaze 
even brighter. Israel is talking of self determination, 
which is a retreat to its old position. But this retreat, as the 
Egyptian President said, has come too late. The uprising 
has changed concepts, and although talk of self-deter- 
mination may have been acceptable eight years ago, it is 
unacceptable at present 

The continuation of the Palestinian uprising places 
Israel in a situation similar to that which Soviets face in 
Afghanistan; a position that led a superpower to beg for 
peace so it could save its skin from the Afghanistan 
furnace. 

Israel now faces a similar, if not more difficult situa- 
tion. The Palestinian uprising is inside Israel and not at its 
borders, its flare increases day after day with the murder 
of more Palestinians. 

The only thing required of the Arab world is to support 
this revolution. We must not have a repeat of 1 948 when 
the Arabs promised to restore the Palestinian's 
homeland, and then kept them waiting until 60 days ago.

US hopes Palestinian uprising will open up new opportunities for peace 


Wild card Robertson makes life difficult for Bush 


THE presidential primary elec- 
tions, a peculiarly American 
political obstacle race to deter- 
mine the candidate who should 
represent the Democratic and 
Republican parlies in the final 
contest for the presidency, began 
with a surprise. 

Every poll correctly predicted 
the winners of the caucus in the 
state of Iowa — Senator Bob 
Dole and Congressman Richard 
Gephardt — but none predicted 
that Pat Robertson, a television 
evangelist, would come in second 
and well ahead of Vice President 
George Bush. The candidate 
who losl the most votes to Rober- 
tson was Bush. 

What does this mean? If 
Robertson continues to rob the 
Vice President of votes, as he did 
in Iowa, he would effectively help 
Dole to become the Republican 
candidate for tbe presidency. ' 

Persuasive 

What makes Robertson a 
“wild card," as they say in the 
game of poker, is his “invisible 
army", as it has been dubbed, the 
people who for years have been 
listening to his religious telev- 
ision broadcasts. They believe in 
his teachings, politically con- 
servative with a strong emphasis 
on family values. Iowa is essen- 
tially a liberal state and yet the 
conservative Robertson did well. 
He obviously is a persuasive 
speaker who knows how to use 
the medium of television. That’s 
why he remains a “wild card" in 
the next primary elections. 

In Tuesday’s New Hampshire 
primary Bush leads in the polls. 
The big question mark is whether 
the results of Iowa will hurt him 
there: If he ends up well ahead of 
Dole, his chances for the nomin- 
ation remain strong because he is 
tikely to win in the south. 

But ifhe wins by only a narrow 
margin and Robertson again 
scores inroads, his prospects will 
decline sharply. And if he loses, 
he might as well give up the race. 

If he manages to stay in the 
race, he will find Robertson a 
growing problem because his 
strength is in the Middle West 
and the south. 

Of course, the more attention 
focuses on Robertson the more 


he will come under public 
scrutiny. Fundamentalist prea- 
chers have aroused deep susp- 
icions, his audiences, for ins- 
tance, behave as if they were in 
church, they shout hallellujah at 
the end of his speeches which 
political audiences normally do 
not do. He has, therefore, begun 
to soften his religious image. He 
does not refer ’to himself 
anymore as a preacher or a man 
of God, but as a ‘Christian busin- 
essman.* 

Hard 

The race among the 
Democrats is much harder to 
analyse. The three men in sharp 
competition are Richard 
Gephardt, who won Iowa, Sen- 
ator Paul Simon, who came in 
second and Governor Dukakis. 

Iowa was almost home 
territory for Gephardt His state 
ofMissouri borders on Iowa, it is 
primarily, rural and working 
class ana he spent about three 
years campaigning there. 

Governor Dukakis of Massa- 
chusetts mil probably do as well 
in New Hampshire as Gephardt 
did in Iowa, maybe better. 

Simon, most likely, will have a 
hard time from now on to stay in 
second place, as he did in Iowa. 

Senator Albert Gore is waiting 
in the wings. He hopes to get his 
political momentum on what is 
called Super-Tuesday when most 
of the southern states hold their 
primary. 

. The Democrats, too, have 
their “wild card" and, by coin- 
cidence, he too is a preacher, the 
Reverend Jesse Jackson. His 
strength is in the south and in 
some of the Middle- Wes tern 
industrial states. 

It is an extraordinary long, 
costly and cumbersome way of 
selecting presidential candidates. 
It is outmoded because the 
means of communication across 
this huge continent are now so 
much easier and simpler than 
they used to be even 20 years ago. 

But too many states are insist- 
ing on having their own say in 
this electoral horse race. And the 
news media only reinforce this 
feeling, for primaries and 
caucuses throw individual states 
into the limelight and candidates

and the reporters — there were 
3,000 of them to cover the caucus 
in Iowa — spend vast sums of 
money on hotels, advertising, 
restaurants, communications.

Proof of this Is the fact 
that foreign press and televirion 
reporters can easily find out in 
occupied Jerusalem where and 
when the next demonstrations 
will occur.

Epidemic of violence in occupied areas

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
(AP): Israeli soldiers are sys- 
tematically beating Palestinians 
in an "epidemic of violence” in 
the occupied territories and the 
injuries are frequently more disa- 
bling than gunshot wounds, an 
American medical team has said. 

Dr H. Jack Geiger, a member 
of the Boston-based Physicians 
for Human Rights, said the 
group visited hospitals in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip and found evidence Army 
brutality had become “the 
norm” in subduing two months 
of unrest. 

“We collected medical 
evidence of an uncontrolled 
epidemic of violence by the Army 
... on a scale and severity that 
might not be clear to the public," 
arid Geiger, of the City Univer- 
sity ofNew York. 

“If this were a war, (much) of 
what we have seen would be 
regarded as atrocities,” he 
added. 

Norm 

Speaking at a news con- 
ference, Gager said: “The num- 
ber, rate and scope of the beat- 
ings arid trauma we have seen 
cannot be considered deviations 
orabberalions. They comedoser 
•to being the norm.” 

An Army spokesman said the 
doctors’ report was “simplistic’’ 
and denied the military had a 
policy of systematic beatings to 
punish Palestinians. "The policy 
is to use force todispersea violent 
demonstration.” he said. 

Hesaid cases of excessive beat- 
ings had occurred in the past, but 
they were investigated and “it’s 
been brought under control.” 

Geiger and three other US 
doctors spent one week visiting 


hospi tals in the West Bank, Gaza 
Strip and Israel as part of a fact- 
finding mission organised by 
Physicians for Human Rights. 

At Gaza City's Shifa Hospital 
on Wednesday, an Associated 
Press reporter accompanied the 
doctors on a tour of wards filled 
with dozens of Arabs with beat- 
ing injuries and gunshot wounds. 

A Palestinian doctor showed 
the group a wooden truncheon 
reinforced with metal bands that 
was cracked in half. He said 
Israeli soldiers broke it while 
beating a 75-year-old man from 
the Jabaliya refugee camp. 

The American doctors 
examined Y oussef Hamad, 40, of 
Gaza City, whose tegs were in 
casts extending from his feet to 
upper thighs and whose arms 
were in casts to the shoulders. 

Large black bruises covered 
Hamad’s back and several of his 
ribs were broken. His bandaged 
head was covered with 12 deep 
gashes, the doctors said. 

Hamad said he was beaten by 
10 soldiers who saw him walking 
past an outlawed Palestinian flag 
hanging from a building and 
apparently believed he had put it 
there. 

Geiger said Hamad's injuries 
illustrated that Israeli soldiers 
beat Palestinians who are rarely 
able to fight back. ’There is no 
way in the world anyone could 
gel these kinds of injuries resist- 
ing arrest.” Geiger said. 

Tied 

Israeli legislators on Thursday 
demanded the Army investigate 
allegations of brutal beatings, 
including a report from reserve 
soldiers who said they saw troops 
beat 17 Arabs in the West Bank 
village ul Hulluuil on Monday. 

Ran Cohen of the left-wing 


Citizens Rights Movement said 
the reservists told him members 
of the Army's elite Golani 
Brigade tied the Arabs wrists, 
clubbed them until they could no 
longer walk and then left them in 
a garbage dump. 

Legislator Amnon Rubinstein 
also demanded tbat Rabin inves- 
tigate the death of 17-year-old 
Fuad Tarazi of Gaza City, who 
died Wednesday from a severe 
head injury his family alleges was 
caused by a beating from sol- 
diers. Hospital officials said he 
died one day after being detained 
by soldiers. 

On Thursday, Ms Leaning 
showed reporters an, X-ray of an 
Arab's broken hand and said the 
fracture occurred as the victim 
“warded offblows.” 

“Fractures like these don’t 
occur when your hands are in a 
fist and you're defending your- 
self,” she said. 

Geiger said the doctors would 
publish a report on their findings 
and send it to Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, who ordered sol- 
diers last month to use dubs ins- 
tead of gunfire to disperse prote- 
sters, saying it would save lives.

' are restraining their use of 
force,” she said.

Ms Leaning said the doctors 
saw many cases of Palestinians 
with multiple fractures of their 
legs, knees, arms, elbows and 
hands, but observed fewer Arabs 
with mid-body injuries and only 
one broken collarbone. 

She said in many cases the 
beating injuries were more disa- 
bling than gunshot wounds. She 
cited two cases of Arabs with 
permanent kidney failure caused 
by protein leaking into the blood 
. stream from ruptured muscle tis- 
sue. 

In another case, a 59-yearnpld 
Palestinian man from Gaza City 
suffered brain damage and was 
barely able to speak as the result 
of a head injury, Ms Leaning 
said. 

Inability 

' “Some of the massive deep 
bruises and swelling from con- 
tusions we saw will permanently 
palsy or paralyse muscles and 
result in the inability to use the 
limbs again normally,” she said.

Nobody seems to have worked 
out an agenda for a such a con- 
ference, its exact function and its 
ultimate objective. 

Moreover, it would give the 
Soviet Union opportunities to 


broaden its influence m the 
region and to damage American 
interests. 

There is also the question of 
how much of a role King Hussein 
of Jordan, the prime advocate of 
the conference, can still play in 
settling the West Bank and Gaza 
question. 

Bitter 

Would it not be simpler, some 
American officials are asking, if 
Israel were to negotiate directly 
with the newly elected Palestine 
officials? They also wonder 
whether it might not suit the 
Israelis and Palestinians better 
than having King Hussein as an 
interlocutor. It may well be, they 
speculaie. that history has passed 
the King by. and that be knows it 
by now. Hence, his increasing 
bitterness about the peace 
process. 

Last autumn President 
Reagan and Secretary of Stale 
Shultz decided to shelve all 
thought of a Middle Eastern 
peace initiative. They drew the 
obvious conclusion that in 1988, 
with national elections in the 
United Statcsand Israel.it would 
be a hopeless undertaking. 

But the riots, the difficulties 
they are creating for the Israeli 
government and the embarrass- 
ment the Israeli’s use of force is 
engendering among the 
American Jewish community, it 
is felt in the Whi te House, may be 
creating a new flexibility worth 
exploring. 

Shultz, who had turned away 
from Middle Eastern affairs in 
disgust, despairing of any new 
initiatives, I am told, is suddenly 
keen to test whether the latest 
events have not opened up 
opportunities that did not exist 
before. 

He does not feel that the 
American elections present an 
obstacle to the latest exploratory 
effort as long as it does not lead to 
serious differences with the 
Israeli government. 

There are limits to which, 
under current circumstances, the 
US can pressure Israel without 
the American Jewish leaders tur- 
ning from pressuring Israel to 
pressuring the Reagan adminis- 
tration. 



South Korean press 


enjoying freedom

SEOUL, (AP): The South 
Korean press is enjoying a broad 
degree of freedom after years of 
tough official control even 
though critics claim the govern- 
ment still controls the news. 

Few observers would deny 
that press freedom has increased 
greatly since last summer with 
the nation's newspapers 
vigorously reporting and com- 
menting on politics and other 
subjects that for years were 
limited or banned by the govern- 
ment. 

President-elect Roh Tae- Woo, 
who takes office Feb 25, 
promises to ensure full press 
freedom and made it a key point 
in bis campaign. The govern- 
ment began easing press restric- 
tions last summer underpressure 
from Rob. 

“We have done much and 
there should be nothing to com- 
plain about,” assistant Culture- 
Information Minister Lee Jung- 
Bae told the Associated Press ina 
recent interview. 

Journalists agree the govern- 
ment has abandoned most con- 
trols on the domestic press such 
as regular visits to newspapers by 
security agents and “press 
guidelines” that dictated what 
could be reported and in what 
way. 

Dropped 

Government requirements on 
registration of journalists have 
been dropped and new legisla- 
tion will end limits on news- 
papers having news bureaus out- 
side their home towns. There also 


will be no limits on the number of 
-pages a newspaper can publish 
•-daily. 

“The ball is in the court of the 
news media. It's up to them,” 
said Rep. Lee Min-Sup, a rank- 
ing member of Rob's ruling 
■ Democratic Justice Party (DJP). 

Opposition politicians and 
dissidents contend much of the 
press still remains under govern- 
ment control and that press 
activity is severely curtailed by 
the goverment’s “hidden 
hands." 

Roh, candidate of the ruling 
DJP, defeated rival opposition 
leaders Kim Young-Sam and 
Kim Dae-Jung in the Dec 16 
presidential elections. The 
opposition contends that Roh 
will continue the authoritarian 
rule of his ally and mentor, out- 
going President Chun Doo- 
Hwan. ___ 

Rep. Kim Tae-Ryong, spokes- 
man for the main opposition 
Reunification Democratic Party 
(RDP), said, “no basic changes 
have been made and the press still 
is no more than a public relations 
tool of the government.” 

The opposition claims the 
government is exerting strong 
behind-th e-scene influence and 
control ranging from intimida- 
tion to patronage and bribery. 
They also contend the media is 
packed with government sup- 
porters.

Skiing causes environmental headache

OBERSAXEN, Switzerland, 
(Reuter): As holiday skiers 
across Europe head for Lhe 
Alpine slopes, a debate rages in 
the valleys below on the 
environmental consequences 
of a favourite Swiss pastime. 

Downhill skiing may be fun, 
but envirbnmenlalist say it 
upsets the delicate balance bet* 
ween Alpine flora and fauna 
and attracts thousands of fans 
whose cars clog the roads and 
kill trees with their exhaust 
fumes. 

With authorities also curb- 
ing new lift and piste building, it 
makes bad news for ski resorts 
already suffering from a slow* 
down in the numbers of 
visitors. 

“Tourism is the only way of 
dealing with the depopulation 
of our villages here," says Urs 
Brandenburger, head of the 
local tourist board in Ober- 
saxen, a liny 650-strong com- 
munity in the Eastern canton of 
Graubuenden. 

"It is all very well for these 
people to come here from the 
big cities and say they do not 
want any more expansion, but 
tourism is our only chance and 
we have to seize it." 

Graubuenden, a comer of 
Switzerland sandwiched bet- 
ween Austria and Italy, is the 
country's most popular destin- 
ation for tvinter sports fans. A 
quarter of all tourists skiing at 
Swiss resorts come here. 

Around half the canton's 
population earns a living either 
dinecllv or indirectly from lour-

ism, making any decision on 
skiing of vital importance for 
all — from those in large, well- 
known resorts like St Moritz or 
Davos down to ‘two-lift towns' 
like Obersaxen. 

Already, partly under the 
influence of the environmental 
lobby, cantonal authorities 
have moved to slow the growth 
in lift and slopes which expan- 
ded rapidly in the boom years 
of the 1 960s and 1970s. 

But Marco Hartmann, head 
of the cantonal tourist board, 
says a complete standstill is 
.impossible: "We cannot live 
with zero-growth." 


Brandenburger says the curb 
on lift and slope building 
threatens the survival of nearby 
villages which need to bring 
money and jobs to their com- 
munity. “without tourism, 
these villages are faced with 
extinction," he says. 

Obersaxen itself plans to 
build 50 more holiday homes, 
and could.- be bdieves.do with 
another three hotels. 

But environmentalists are 
not content with the limits on 
building announced by auth- 
orities and are concerned they 


could be circumvented , under 
pressure from the tourist indus- 
try. 

“Skiing is bad for the lands- 
cape and wildlife," said Han- 
sueli Mueller of the World Wil- 
dlife Fund (WWF), which is 
fighting against any expansion 
in slopes. 

The lifts and snow cannons 
use a lot of energy and skiing 
brings in extra traffic. We are 
not against skiing — 1 am a 
keen skier myself — we just 
think more is not necessarily 
better.” 

Environmentalists like 
Mueller have been long concer- 
ned about what they see as the 
harmful effects of skiing. 

But in Switzerland, where 
worries about pollution and 
dying trees are hot political 
issues, the subject has now 
begun to seize public attention. 

Government reports have 
outlined the damage done by 
so-called 'off-pisle skiers,' 
those who leave the regular 
marked slopes, and also of 
snow-cannons, machines used 
to produce snow when there is a 
shortage of the real thing. 

Protests by environmental- 
ists — including an incident last 
year aj Crans Montana when 


demonstrators climbed trees 
due to becut down on the world 
championship ski course — 
have further brought the issue 
to public attention. 

Research by the WWF and 
others shows the carving out of 
fresh slopes severely disrupts 
the soil, plants and animals, 
while skiers leaving the marked 
slopes can scare away wildlife. 

Mueller described how 
whole colonies of marmots and 
other mountain animals have 
been wiped out by the 
onslaught of slope-clearing 
bulldozers. 

Good 

In Graubuenden, where 
public transport is not good, 
skiing also leads to a massive 
inflow of vehicles. 

The problem has been 
exacerbated by last month's 
completion of a motorway link 
with Switzerland's largest city, 
Zurich, now just over an hour 
and a half from many resorts. 
Tourist numbers are expected 
to increase by around 10 per 
cent as a consequence. 

Environmentalists say curbs 
on fresh building would be in 
the interest not only of the 
environment but also of the 
hotel, restaurants and ski lift 
companies, themselves.- 

With around three million 
out of some six million Swiss 
already skiing, there is just not 
that much scope for much fur- 
ther expansion, they say. Lift 
companies will merely be tak- 
ing business away from one 
another, they say.

ATHENS: Like a modern 
plague, smog has settled on 
many of the world's great cities. 
As roads become increasingly 
dogged with traffic, govern- 
ments are under pressure to 
find new ways to dean the air. 

Cities such as Tokyo and 
London have succeeded in 
checking air pollution, but the 
problem is worsening in places 
like Athens and Rome, accord- 
ing to a Reuter survey. 

Faced with a mounting 
public outcry, the Greek gover- 
nment recently announced 
tough new anti-smog measures 
inducting the banning of all 
cars from a large area of the 
centre of Athens, special 
exhaust systems for buses and 
halving the number of taxis in 
the city centre. 

The drastic measures follow 
a statement by a doctors' con- 
ference saying that six Heaths 
daily in Athens could be 
i attributed to smog. Environ- 
mental groups and doctors 
attributed many of the 1 ,000 
deathsina beatwavelast Julyto 
pollution-related respiratory 
ailments. 

Los Angeles, one of the first 
; major dries to confront smog in 
the 1950s, could take another 
20 years to meet government 
dean air guidelines, according 
to city air quality official 
Thomas Eichhoro. 

“That is a very aggressive 
programme, even to snoot for 
20 years," Eichhoro said. 

Last November a new 
programme was approved for 
Los Angeles companies to 
provide incentives for 
employees to form car pools 
but environmental groups say 
the authorities are not moving 
fast enough to pass new laws or 
enforce existing ones. 

Tbesituarion is even worse in 
Latin America where Mexico 
City and Sao Paulo have grown 
to monstrous proportions.

The Brazilian government 
has a 10-year programme to 
make cars as pollution-free in 
1997 as they are now in the 
United Slates and Japan. 

In Rome, intense traffic 
made the smog situation so bad 
last year that traffic police took 
to wearing face masks to 
protect against government 
inertia in tackling the problem. 

Renato Zico, a lung special- 
ist at Rome’s Regina Elena hos- 
pital, said: "Studies shw that 


the rale of respiratory diseases 
in Rome rily centre is about 
three times that in the 
suburbs," 

The Italian government 
promised an anti-pollution 
decree stipulating the max- 
imum safe level for smog and 
noise in dries but the decree has 
yet to be passed. 

West Germany’s air polluion 
problems are generally not 
serious but the country suffers 
from the cross-border drift of 
industrial emissions from East 
Germany and Czechoslovakia. 

This autumn, the Bonn 
government signed treaties 
with both its communist bloc 
neighbours spelling out 
measures to ease cross-border 
smog. 

As pan of its anti-smog 
drive, Bonn also offers tax con- 
cessions to people driving cars 
with catalytic converters and 
lower sales tax on lead-free 
gasoline. 


In Hungry, the attractions of 
Budapest are offset by the bitter 
taste left on the tongue by its 
polluted air.

air. 

Switzerland has adopted the 
toughest auto emmission stan- 
dards in Europe, cut speed 
limits and boosted public trans- 
port subsidies in its fight to 
reduce air pollution. 

In Peking, foreign environ- 
mentalists compare air pollu- 
tion with the London smog of 
30 years ago. the main culprit 
being high-sulphur coal burnt 
in stoves Lo heat the homes of 
millions of urban families. 

China has not published 
figures for deaths linked to air 
pollution, but respiratory dis- 
eases are common and (he dis- 
tinctive hacking coughs ofPek- 
ing residents can be heard on 
every street comer in the morn- 
ing rush-hour. 

Surprisingly, the level of air 
pollution from Bangkok's 
legendary traffic jams remains 
within acceptable limits set by 
international standards. 

Sirithan Pairoj-Boriboo. 
director of the Thai National 
Environment Board (NEB), 
said it was feared that smog 
from cars would become a 
problem in the future. 

A Neb report said there was 
■ concern about high concentra- 
tions of carbon monoxide and 
heavy metal lead in some parts 
of Bangkok. 

Two of the world's few smog 
bright spots are London and 
Tokyo, once among the most 
air polluted cities but which 
have successfully done away 
with most air-borne pollutants.

The bidding is interesting. North 
was preparing to reverse into spades 
when his partner responded in that 
suit. Instead, North made the splin- 
ter bid of four clubs, showing 


game-going values in spades and a , 
singleton dub. South announced 
«fiwm interest by cue-bidding five 
dubs, but could make no move over 
his partner’s diamond cue-bid — he 
had shown everything with his move 
toward slam. However, North had 
more than enough to bid the slam — 
South bad to have the king of 
trumps, ace of dubs and at least one 
other card for his bidding. 

The moment of truth came right 
away. West led the king of dia- 
monds, and declarer was in danger 
of losing a trick in each red suit. He 
drew trumps in two rounds, ending 
in hand, and led a heart. When West 
followed with the deuce, declarer 
hopped up with dummy's ace, and 
great was the fall thereon. 

No, South had not peeked at 
East’s hand and seen the singleton 
king — he was simply combining his 
chances for the best percentage shot 
at his contract. Had the king of 
hearts not dropped. South was go- 
ing to finesse — in clubs! Even 
though he had no loser in that suit, 
were the dub finesse to win, declar- 
'er would have been able to discard 
dummy’s diamond loser on the ace 
of clubs, still making his slam. He 
was simply getting two, chances for 
the price of one.

Militar y approach alone cannot solve communist insurgency 


Security situation ‘not very good’ : Ramos

DEFENCE Secretary Fidel V. 
Ramos admitted that the 
security situation in the country 
was "not very good” although 
the military has been inflicting 
more casualties on the commun- 
ist rebels. 

His admission came a day after 
Gen. Renato $. de Villa, AFP 
chief of Staff, said the New Peo- 
ple’s Army is now 25, 000-strong. 
Hours earlier, armed forces 
spokesman Col Oscar Florendo 
stuck to military claims that the 
NPA only had 23,000 men — 
1 5,000-16,000 of whom are fully- 
aimed regulars. 

The security situation, Ramos 
said in reply to a question at a 
press conference, “is still not very 
good. It is very, bad in some 
places, but it is improving in 
many places.” 

But he added that he expects 
the situation to improve after the 


last phase of the local elections 
this month. The final phase of the 
Jan 18 polls will be the elections 
in Sulu on Feb 15. 

De Villa, for his part, said that 
despite the reported massing of 
communist urban guerrillas in 
Metro Manila, there is "no way” 
they can fight openly in the 
streets. 

"We will annihilate them if 
they come out in the open. No 
way they can do that," de Villa 
said. 

He also said the military has 
identified the leader of the Alex 
Boncayao Brigade, a unit of New 
People's Army urban guerrillas, 
nicknamed Sparows, operating 
in Metro Manila. The ABB has 
claimed responsibility for the 
killing of some 150 soldiers and 
policemen in a series of ambu- 
shes last year. 

Dr Villa downplayed the 
military's own account on the 
number of Sparrows in the 
metropolis.

"The presence of liquidation 
teams in Metro Manila may be 
100 now, 20 tomorrow or 200 the 
next day. What happened in 
Metro Manila is the CPP/NPA

De Villa added that the rebels 
mostly come from Bulacan, 
Pampanga and Bataan, in the 
north and Quezon in the south. 

The military Tuesday said it 
had pinpointed 19 areas in the 
metropolis bong used by the 
Sparrows as “nests." but did not 
say whether they had moved to 
confirm rebel presence in those 
areas. 

Ramos said the government is 
working hard to complete the 
setting up of Peace and Order 
Councils in the provincial and 
municipal levels. The councils 
will oversee civilian participation 
in the counterinsurgency drive. 

Ramos said that military 
approach alone can not solve the 
20-year communist insurgency, 
he said the government will need 
a “total approach” that must 
include all sectors of society. 

Once all the government agen- 
cies involved are in place, Ramos 
said, the country can expect mo re 


results. 

"We are about ready to go all 
out, although we have gone all 
out in some places,” Ramos said, 
apparently referring to areas 
where there are working Peace 
and Order Councils. 

Ramos said the military has 
responded vigorously to 
President Aquino’s call for an 
intensification of the offensive 
against the rebels. 

Citing a report from the 
defence department's operations 
monitoring centre, Ramos said 
there were 196 insurgency- 
related violent incidents in Jan- 
uary, 125 of which were initiated 
by. the military. 

He said the clashes resulted in 
the death of 168 rebels. Soldiers 
suffered 61 killed during the 
same period. - 

The report said that BicoL 
where rebels scored against the 
government last year, registered 
the most number of insurgency- 
related incidents last month.

Hepatitis strikes five million Filipinos

while 13,846 become effective 
carriers. 


He stressed that it is very bad 
when children get infected 
because they are the ones who 
become chronic carriers of the 
disease.

The first, and most impor- 
tant bit of advice, according to 
William Matthews, author of 
seven poetry books, a professor 
of English at City College in 
New York and president of the 
Poetry Society of America, is to 
keep it short. 

'The last thing you want to 
do is bore the bejesus out of the 


beloved,” Mathews said. 

From there, there are several 
paths: you can take, Matthews 
said. 

“You could describe the 
great value of the beloved, you 
can describe what you feel like 
— that elevated and special 
feverishness — or yon can do 
things which in one way or 
another suggest the speciahiess 
of your feeling,” Matthews 

For instance, he said, you 
could make outrageous 
rhetorical promises such as “1*0 t 
love you until the rivers run ' 
dry.” 

“You make a series of unfui- 
fillable promises in effect,” 
Matthews said. “They are tok- 
ens of the special state of per- 
ception that love moon, 
spoon.” 

On the other hand, there is 


another peril — that your amor 
wiQ not recogniseyour poem as 
a poem if the end of each sen- 
tence doesn't rhyme. 

“If your rule is better safe 
than sony, you might want to 
stick to rhyme.” Matthews 
said. “One advantage of writ- 
ing in rhyme is sometimes you 
think of something to say that 
you would not have thought of 
in your normal thought 
process. It can be a spur to 
invention.” 

And don’t worry if your verse 
is not up to Shakespeare's stan- 
dards. If what you have with 
your partner is true love, it 
won't matter. 

“Fortunately, if the person 
you are in love with returns the 
emotions, they'll convention- 
ally accept (your poem),” Mat- 
thews stud. 

“The phrase is, 'it's the 


thought that counts.” It's an 
expression of love. It's a poor 
lover who upon receivinga love 
poem immediately sits down to 
correct your grammar and offer 
a detailed criticism.” 

The experts admitted that 
writing a love poem is not as 
easy as buyraga baublefor your 
paramour. They also warned

BOSTON, (UPI): If your 
mother told you “you'll know” 
when it's real love, clinical psy- 
chologist Judith Sills has some 
unsettling — or perhaps reas- 
suring — news for you.

If you aren't sure it's love, 
don't worry, says Sills, author 
of “A Fine Romance,” a book 
on single adults and courtship. 

' She says the grand thing, 
about love is its constant uncer- 
tainty. 

“One day you are sure. Then 
fora week you are unsure. Then 
you may be surefora year or 20 
years,” she said. “All of those 
real ingredients of love. The 
emotional tone of love is 
ambivalence. 

“One of the great myths is 
that you'll know if It is right, 
and if you don't feel that elec- 
tric charge, it isn't love. 
Another myth is that there is a 
“right person.”

“The myth that is so painful 
is the myth of romantic love,” 
Sills said. “In a singles bar, we 
give people seven seconds 
before deciding yes or no. In 
General, we give people three 
dates.

“The single person is often 
the one who is holding this 
myth, measuring this standard 
of expectation. Measuring the 
differences between you is not 
the way you were told it is sup- 
posed to feel,” she said. 

“The great nature of what 
love is is what we keep banging 
our heads against all the time. 
That hurts a lot of people. The 
feeling that ‘maybe if I found 
the really right person, I woul- 
dn't be fightibg with hint ' ends a 
vital stage in courtship. 

“ Romance is the only area in 
our society where we have not 
broken through the myth and 
said it is okay to disagree,” S31s 
said.

6. Spread top and side of cake 
with pink butter cream, reserv- 
ing about 1 }3 cup.

Summit accord brightens outlook for EEC 


British Airways | UK stresses !he need to remove trade barriers 
announces 
more flights 
from Gulf 

MORE Eights to and from the 
Gulf region with services 
developed specifically for the 
Middle East traveller, were the 
promises made by Lord King of 
Wartnaby, the British Airways 
Chairman, in Bahrain last week. 

Lord King was speaking to 


reporters following the meeting 
of the BA main board held for the 
first time in the Middle East. 

BA flights from Saudi Arabian 
airports in Riyadh, Jeddah and 
Dhahran would start in March, 
he said, taking over the services 
of British Caledonian. 

Increased capacity from 
Dubai and Muscat will com- 
mence around the same time. 

By the summer, BA expects to 
have some 37 frequencies in each 
direction every week from the 
Gulf. New services are starting 
including direct flights from the 
Gulf to Madras from October 
1988. 

Downturn 

Despite the downturn of busi- 
ness in the Middle East, Lord 
King said that BA continued to 
enjoy a high level ofsuccess in the 
region. 

The airline's commitment to 
the Gulf is reflected by the 
decision to hold the main board 
meeting in Bahrain, said Lord 
King. He did not envisage any 
cut-back in services due to the 
acquisition of the 747-400 series 
aircraft. 

“For long hauls these planes 
can bypass a stop in the Gulf,” he 
said. “For this reason other 
international airlines have been 
tempted to cutback their services 
to Gulf destinations. 

Services 

“On the contrary, BA plans to 
upgrade our services to the 
region, taking advantage of the 
new generation aircraft to have 
more flights starting or finishing 
in the Gulf." 

“We are very conscious of the 
importance of this market This 
will mean we can develop our 
services more specifically geared 
to the demands and expectations 
of the traveller from the Middle 
East." 

“Already we have Arabic 
speaking cabin crew, and halal 
food on our Gulf routes,” added 
cLord King. 

. Experience ... 

, .BA anticipates a successful 
return for the airline to Saudi 
Arabia. “We have considerable 
experience of that market and we 
will be able to offer a large num- 
ber of feeder gateways in the 
USA," said the Chairman. 

Last year had been a year of 
challenge for the airline with its 
privatisation and British 
Caledonian merger. But new 
marketing initiatives including a 
tie-up with United Airlines and 
launch of the Club World busi- 
ness class has BA looking to the 
future with confidence. 


Coffee 
prices hit 
13-week 


high 


LONDON. Feb 13, (Reuter): 
News that the world's leading 
coffee producers shipped below 
their export quotas in the last 
three months of 1987 helped 
push coffee prices to 13-week 
highs in London yesterday. 

The International Coffee 
Organisation, which tries to bol- 
ster prices by imposing export 
quotas, said producers under- 
shipped their global export 
quota by 26 per cent from 
October to December. 

This was mostly due to lagging 
demand, but the news sparked 
worries about tightening sup- 
plies of high quality coffees. 

Dealers said the reports 
aggravated concerns among cof- 
fee roasters about al ready-tight 
supplies of offices from Central 
America. “Producers would still 
sell their quota Lo the coffee trade 
if they had the coffee (and 
demand was sluggish), so I dunk 
this is an important signal that 
we have less mild coffees than we 
thought,” a roaster said. 

Undershipped 

The 'ICO, which groups the 
worlds lop 50 coffee exporting 
countries and leading 24 import- 
ing countries, said its exporting 
members undershipped by 3.4 
million bags of their 13 million 




razil. the world's largest cof- 
fee producer, was the biggest 
undershipped. Nearly every 
major coffee producer except 
Guatemala shipped below its 
quota, ICO said. 

News of the undershippments 
pushed coffee for May delivery 
up by £42 ($73.50) per tonne to 
1 3-week highs of£ 1 ,300(52,275). 

Demand by roasters for coffee 
was sluggish late last year after 
producers shipped a record 10.3 
million bags during September 
to beat Lhe expected rein trod ac- 
tion of export quotas in October, 
analysts said. 


BRUSSELS. Belgium, Feb 13. 
(AP): A hard-won settlement of 
its cash crisis has put the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity on course toward a brighter 
financial future and a bigger role 
in the international economy. 

The deal also has allowed the 
group to step back from political 
stalemate at a time when 
improved relations between the 
superpowers have stirred new 
efforts by Western Europe to 
reassert itself on the world stage. 

Even so. few of the European 
leaders who worked out the four- 
point agreement at a summit 
today were willing to predict how 
long the new momentum would 
last 

■Accord 

“Don’t get too cheerful,” said 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, who has been at the 
centre of a- series of fierce 
negotiating battles to limit EEC 
spending since she took office in 
1979. 

She and leaders of the 1 1 other 
EEC. or Common Market, 
countries said the Brussels 


accord, while important for its 
new approach to controlling 
farm spending, did not neces- 
sarily mean the common -market 
had seen its final budget crisis. 

Over the past decade, bicker- 
ing over money has been the 
main cause of stagnation in the 
EEC. It has retarded the organ- 
isation's development and ham- 
pered its efforts to keep up with a 
fast-changing world economy. 

The financial pressure will ease 
now, assuming the Brussels 
agreement is, as expected, 
ratified by the 12 national 
parliaments and implemented as 


The deal contains four main 
points: 

, — Subsidies to grain 
producers will, for the first time, 
be legally limited. If effective, the 
system of production ceilings 
and punitive price cuts for far- 
mers will ease one of the EEC's 
biggest-farm problems. 

IncrcBsc 

— The total budget of the EEC 
will grow substantially by revam- 
ping the way in which the mem- 


ber countries chip in from 
national treasuries. The new sys- 
tem will gradually make the 
governments' contributions 
correspond more closely to their 
national wealth. 

— Aid to the group’s poorest 

members will increase by 80 per 
cent over five years. This serves 
two main purposes: to put all the 
members on a more even econ- 
omic footing and to help the 
poorer ones cope with stiffer 
foreign competition once the 
Common Market has completed 
its drive to remove all internal 
barriers to trade by 1992. 

Debate 

— Annual increases in overall 
farm spending will, for the first 
time, be strictly limited. Under a 
new formula, each 10 per cent 
increase in the EEC’s total econ- 
omic output would allow a 7.4 
percent rise in the budget. 

Mrs Thatcher said her 
approval was conditioned on 
EEC foreign minis ters approv- 
ing additional controls on farm 
subsidies. That is expected to 


happen soon. 

The s ummi t accord was rea- 
ched in the early hours today 
after two full days of debate. Two 
previous EEC summits, last June 
and December, had failed to 
bridge gaps between an aus- 
terity-minded faction led by 
Britain and a West German-led 
group that wanted looser spend- 
ing controls. 

The previous failures had left 
the Common Market without a 
formal budget for this year. It 
was due to run out of money by 
late summer. 

While the immediate crisis 
now appears to have passed, 
future harmony is not assured. 

A fundamental split remains 
in the member countries' views 
about how far the Common 
Market should go in transform- 
ing itself from a trading bloc 
dealing mainly with economic 
issues to a true political union. 

Britain stresses the need to 
remove trade barriers between 
EEC countries in order to give

International money markets review 


Trade figures help stocks and dollar 


MARKETS remained quiet for 
most of the week in anticipation 
of the US trade numbers with FX 
traders squaring their dollar 
positions in advance of numbers. 
The outturn of the $12.2 billion 
deficit for December was better 
than the market's expected 
average, showing a further 
improvement on November's 
figure of $13.2 billion. 

This saw the dollar rise in fren- 
etic trading to close Friday at 
YI3I, DM1.71 and £1.74. 

The retail sales numbers added 
confusion to the markets on the 
outlook for growth, with the rise 
countering recent concerns that 
the economy is slowing. 

Retail sales rose 0.5 per cent in 
January to a seasonally adjusted 
$128.08 billion. This was the 
third consecutive monthly 
increase following revised gains 
of 1.2 per cent in December and 
0.3 per. cent in November and 
was a considerable improvement - 
on the market forecast of -0.2 per 
cent 

Merchandise trade fell to 
$12.20 billion in December from 
$13.22 billion in November. 
Therefore, the total trade deficit 
for 1987 increased to a record 
$171.22 billion from the $156.16 


billion shortfall in 1986. 

Exports rose 4.2 per cent to a 
record $24.80 billion, whilst 
imports hardly changed at 
$37.00 billion. 

Producer Price Index for fini- 
shed goods rose a seasonally 
adjusted 0.4 per cent in January 
after falling 0.4 per cent in 
December. This was the largest 
increase since January when the 
index rose 0.6 per cent and was 
consistent with the market 
forecast 

Undeiplnned 

Bond markets and equities 
reacted favourable to the trade 
data, in anticipation of softening 
in money market rales allowable 
now that the dollar is somewhat 
underpinned. 

Data releases for the forth- 
coming week are housing starts 
and capacity utilisation which 
will provide an indication of the 
underlying growth trend in the 
economy. 

On balance we would expect 
the numbers to come in weaker 
than the trend implying a possi- 
ble relaxation in policy. , 

If the numbers are softer this is 
likely to provide a boost to the 
bond iflarket but could well 
unsettle equities. 


Following the trade numbers 
this has given an added spurt to 
the dollar and should help to 
keep the US unit firm and at the 
upper end of its trading bands. 

With no dollar related data 
releases this week the US 
currency is likely to continue sta- 
ble at Y128 134 and DM1.67- 
1.75. 

Mounting fears that the UK 
economy is overheating and con- 
cern over increasing industrial 
unrest, gave rise to expectations 
of a hike in interest rates which 
led the bond and equity markets 
downwards. 

The data releases this week 
indicated strong retail sales and 
another big rise in consumer 
credit potentially adding to 
inflationary pressures.

Output prices rose provision- 
ally by 0.7 per cent in January

America faces long haul 
to restore trade balance 


WASHINGTON, Feb 13, (Reu- 
ter): The huge US trade deficit, 
the root cause oflast year's finan- 
cial market turbulence, narr- 
owed for the second straight 
month in December, but even the 
Reagan administration admits 
the gap will be painfully slow to 
close. 

Imports exceeded exports by 
512.20 billion in December, 
down from $13.22 billion in 
November and a record $17.63 
billion in October, the govern- 
ment said yesterday. 

But the quarterly total of 
$43.05 billion was only a bit less 
than the $46.23-bilIion deficit 
between July and September. At 
an annual rate. thaL is more than 
$172 billion, compared with the 
actual record deficit for the 
whole ofl 987 of $171. 2 billion. 

Growth 

Commerce Secretary William 
Verity said the growth in exports, 
which hit a record in December, 
pointed to continued economic 
vitality and more jobs for 
Americans. 

But he acknowledged the 


deficit was nothing to boast 
about. “Such a level is unaccep- 
table. We have a long way to go 
until we can 'be comfortable,” 
he said. 

Trade representative Clayton 
YeuLter was also far from 
ebullient. “We hope that this is a 
sign that there are better days 
ahead on the trade front,” be 
said. 

The December trade figures 
should help the Republican 
presidential candidates, 
especially Vice President George 
Bush, to rebut Lhe call by 
Democratic contender Richard 
Gephardt for retaliation against 
countries which persistently run 
large trade surpluses with the 
United States. 

But economists said the 
figures were not as impressive as 
they appeared on the surface. 
Moreover, the administration 
has few options, none of them 
pleasan L, to accelerate the reduc- 
tion in the deficit. 

Little can be done in the short 
term to boost exports, because 
firms are no longer at a com- 


petitive disadvantage in world 
markets now the dollar has fallen 
sharply. 

Exports are growing rapidly. 
They rose 4.2 per cent in Decem- 
ber to a record $24.8 billion, and 
many firms are already working 
fiat out with no production 
capacity to spare. 

The main cause of the deficit is 
America's addiction to imports, 
especially expensive durable 
goods such as cars and hi-fi 
equipment, economists say. 

Slowdown 

In December, for all the talk of 
a slowdown in consumer spend- 
ing after the stockmarket crash, 
imports of manufactured goods 
actually increased. It was only 
thanks to a 400-million drop in 
America's oil bill that total 
imports were unchanged. 

Economists say that the only 
way to reduce imports is to 
deflate Americans' spending 
power, either by cutting the 
government’s budget deficit or 
raising interest rates to choke off 
the credit that fuels car and home 
purchases.

The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer will be closely mon- 
itoring the figures in the run up to 
the budget (March 15), which 
will determine the scope for tax 
cuts.

Changes 

The HongKong association of 
banks, which represents all other 
commercial banks in the British - 
colony, disclosed the changes in 
deposit rates. 

All of the new rates take effect 
on Monday. 

Hong Kong banks last chan- 
ged the prime lending rate on Jan 
1 1, when it was lowered to 5.25 
per cent from 5.5 per cent. 


Stocks respond sluggishly to falling interest rates 


NEW YORK, Feb 13, (AP):The 
stock market has reacted with 
uncharacteristic confusion to a 
drop in interest rales during the 
past several months. 

A lonj* decline in interest rates 
from their lofty levels at the start 
of the 1980s was widely cited as 
one of the primary forces behind 
the great bull market in stocks. 
When rates surged upward last 
spring, the stock market ran into 
trouble. 

Since the crash in October, 
interest rates have come down 
again, with yields on long-term 
treasury bonds falling from 
above 10 percent to 8.4 percent 
as of yesterday. But stock traders 
have shown little enthusiasm. 

Worries 

Of course, they have other 
worries on their minds. Black 
Monday on Oct 19 cast a long 
shadow. 

Beyond that, however, 
analysts say the latest drop in 
rates doesn't fit into the kind of 


textbook pattern that would lift 
investors’ spirits. 

Sustained declines in interest 
rales often occur in recessions, 
prompted by weak demand for 
credit. As rates fall, they help set 
the stage for a rebound in busi- 
ness activity. 

This time, however, they have 
moved lower a gains t a backdrop 
of an economic expansion that is 
more than five years old. And 
many observers see them as an 
early symptom of a business 
slump. 

Evidence 

There has been very little 
corroborating evidence for the 
view in the statistical measures of 
the economy so far. 

US exports set a record for the 
second straight mouth in Decem- 
ber, attesting to a revival in man- 
ufacturing. If the latest informa- 
tion on retail sales is to be 
believed, consumers haven't run 
out of spending money. 

“Over the last several weeks. 


there has indeed been an 
accumulation of positive fun* 
damentals.” said John Connolly, 
an analyst at Dean Witter Reyn- 
olds Inc. “They have moved the 
bond market rather than the 
stock market, but that still 
counts. 

Rally 

“It 'is quite normal for the 
bond market to react first and, in 
a sense, dear out a path for the 
stock market,” 

Stocks did rally in the past 
week, pushing the Dow Jones 
average of 30 industrials up 72.78 
points to 1,98336.

The Al- Rajhi Company for 
Currency Exchange and Com- 
merce will become the 12th bank 
in Saudi Arabia and is due to

Banking and Investment Cor- 
poration. 

The change will make it the 
third largest after National Com- 
mercial Bank and Riyadh Bank 
although plans for a public 
floatation of shares — first 
scheduled to coincide with the ■ 
licence .change — have, beep 
delayed, bankers said. 

Operation 

The owners of the company, 
four brothers of the Al Rajhi 
family, have been trying to con- 
vert the operation into a fully 
licensed Islamic bank since 1983. 

Al-Rajhi has 230 branches 
throughout the kingdom and is 
estimated to have more than 15 
billion riyals ($4 billion) in cus- 
tomer deposits. 

It was previously able to per- 
form most banking functions, 
but as a money changer was not 
allowed to make loans. 

The new bank win be capital- 
ised at 750 million riyals ($200 
million), with 50 per cent of the 
shares expected to be retained by 
the brothers.

Investors seek safe haven 
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stock markets still edgy

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IN troubled ’times everybody is 
looking far a safe haven for their 
savings. With the world’s stock- 
markets still extremely edgy and 
volatile it is anfy natural that 
investors will look elsewhere. 

Banks and building societies 
are safe enough, but they are also 
predictable and boring, so those 
looking for a little excitement 
begin to wonder about alter- 
native investments. 

What exactly is meant by this 
term? Well, it can cover a wide 
range of things; gold and other 
precious metals, diamonds, 
works of art, property and collec- 
tibles like antiques or stamps. 

How do these compare with 
mo re mundane investments, par- 
ticularly when there's a hint of 
financial panic in the air? 

. Value 

Let's begin with collectibles 
first, since .they seem to be the 
riskiest of all. It is undoubtedly 
true that things tike rare stamps 
do undergo spectacular rises in 
value, but nevertheless I feel that 
such things: are far too risky for 
the average investor. 

There are two main problems, 
one is to do with the fact that the 
sort of people who spend vast 
amounts on uncommon stamps 
or rare antiques are likely to be 


experts in the field. - 
. For yon to compete with them 
in the market, you should at least 
be as knowledgeable as they are 
or else you're likely to make some 
appalling mistakes. Of course, 
the major stamp auctioneers like 
Spinks & Sons wDl help you to 
choose a portfolio of rare 
Stamps, but then yon are leaving 
an awful lot to trust, and if the 
auctioneers make a genuine mis- 
take in anticipating the market, 

you have no recourse at alL 

Problem 

The second problem with 
collectibles concerns the simple 
fact that for something to have a 
value there must be a market If 
there's a big financial crash, who 
is going to have the money to 
spend a fortune on postage 
stamps? Isn't it much more likely 
that the crash will lead to many 
other people trying to sell off 
their stamps for whatever they 
can get just to rescue something 
from the disaster? In other 
words, just when you need the 
money, the stamps will drop in 
value. 

The same applies to works of 
art. You probably read about 
Van Gogh's painting ‘Irises* 
which was sold at Sotheby's last 
November for just around 50 
million dollars. 

Is it really worth so much? An 


impossible qnestion since 
ultimately anything is worth only 
and precisely what someone else 
will pay for it The sale occurred 
in the aftermath of the October 
crash and I suspect that more 
than a little panic was involved. 
Whether the painting would 
fetch the same price today, or 
what it will fetch in ten or twenty 
years lime is a mystery. 

Speaking personally. I think 
it's a nice picture, but I'm not 
sure I'd want fifty million dollars 
on my wall. It's an awful lot of 
eggs in one canvas. 

Function 

Diamonds and precious 
stones fulfill a rather different 
function* since their value 
depends not just on their rarity, 
but also on their portability. 

A nice bag full of one carat 
flawless white stonesisabout the 
neatest and smallest volume of 
valuable property that you can 
find. 

It is the perfect commodity for 
the day the banks go bust and the 
whole world goes tnaH. I have a 
friend whose career has taken 
him from Laos to Vietnam to 
Ethiopia to Iran. He was just 
unlucky, wherever he went, the 
country just plain went to hell a 
year or so after he got there. ■ 

After the first couple of times 
he got fed up with not being able 


to get his money out of the local 
bank before he had to jump on 
the plane or helicopter, so he 
bought diamonds. 

His wife was delighted, and by 
the time they got to Kuwait they 
wereaprettyspml^gpair.their 
life's savings glittering all over 
their fingers. 

'If anything happens we can 
always buy a ticket, pay a bribe, 
whatever, our whole stash is very 
portable,' he used to say. 

Over the years the price of 
diamonds has fluctuated a bit, it 
went through a major fall some 
five or six years ago when prices 
had risen too far too fast. So even 
though diamonds are forever, 
they are not forever the same 
price. 

Burden 

Gold is bulkier, if you put 
everything into gold you might 
soon find it became a rather 
heavy burden. 

In the latest crash gold has 
performed rather erratically. At 
first, gold shares fell as fast as any 
other shares. Then they 
recovered somewhat, as gold 
slowly rose by about ten per cent. 

Then gold started to slip again 
and gold shares fell as well. 
Currently, it is just a bit cheaper 
than it was before the crash hap- 
pened. So gold has merely kept 
it’s approximate value, but in

Merrill Lynch 
sees recession 
within 18 months 

NEW YORK. Feb 13, (Reuter): 
A US recession will begin within 
six to 28 months, with early 1989 
bong the most likely starting 
point, Merrill Lynch ChiefEcon- 
, onust Donald Straszheim predic- 
ted yesterday. 

“The US economy is badly out 
of balance, as the extreme 
volatility in the financial markets 
has attested," said Straszhebn. 
“Continued high deficits in the 
federal budgets and on the trade 
account suggest that trouble is 
brewing.” 

He said, however, to expect a 
‘garden variety' recession and 
not a record-breaker. 

The chief economist of the lar- 
gest US brokerage firm also said 
the inflation outlook had 
improved. ** Price increases will 
remain fairly subdued during the 
next year, primarily because 
wage settlements will be small" 
hesaid. 

“We expect real GNP to fall by 
about one per cent in each of the 
first two quarters of 1 989,”Slras- 
zheimsaid. 

After inflation, gross national 
product, which measures total 
output of goods and services, will 
grow by a modest 1.9 per cent in 
1988 and 0,6 per cent in 1989, he 
said.

Unpredictable winter weather may be a spoiler 


Opening ceremony deliberately cloaked in mystery 


CALGARY, Alberta, Feb 13, 
(AP): A Winter Olympics of 
superlatives flashes into glitter- 
ing life today with an opening 
ceremony that has been 
deliberately cloaked in mystery. 

“We want this to be ... a 
whodunit (mystery story),'' 
Terry Steward, head of media 
information for the Calgary 
Games, said on the eve of the 
opening. “We don't want to spoil 
it." 

One potential spoiler — 
unpredictable winter weather — 
again reared its ugly head yester- 
day. 

Winds gusting to 150 kph (94 
mph) forced abridgement of the 
fourth training run for the men’s 
downhill title on Sunday. 

At the Nordic site in Canmore, 
officials had to restrict the 
women's 10-kilometre cross- 
country training to preserve a 
track made soft by two days of 
warm Chinook winds. Chinook 
is an Indian word meaning 



“snow-eater.” 

A drastic shift from thaw to 
deep freeze was predicted over- 
night, and the 60,000 spectators 
planning to attend today's 
ceremony were cautioned to 
bundle up for “unpleasant” 
minus 8 degree C (18 F) tem- 
peratures. An estimated 2 billion 
people worldwide will watch the 
ceremony in comfort on telev- 
ision. 

Athletic action starts right 
after the ceremonial opening, 
which is set to begin at 1 pm (2000 
GMT). The Group B ice hockey 
matches pit Czechoslovakia 
against West Germany, Norway 
against defending champion 
Soviet Union and the United 
States against Austria. 

East Germany, the Soviet 
Union and Switzerland are 
favourites in the race for 46 gold 


medals in 10 sports. 

Calgary, ,a boom, town 
recovering from the near bust of 
an oil glut, is putting on a show to 
befit its oil and cattle barrons as 
well as the bevy of royalty on 
hands as spectators, officials and 
athletes. 

These are the most expensive 
Winter Games: cost $800 
million.
